cutting off a little metal rn the proper 
places. 
To lower the tone the bell 
tuner puts the bell In his lathe and 
reams It out from the point where the 
swell begins, nearly down to the rim. 
Aa the work proceeds 
he frequently 
tests the note with a tuning fork, and 
tbe moment the right tone la reached 
he stops reaming. 
To rafsa the tone, 
on the contrary, 
he shaves

lower edge of the bell, gradually

ening or flattening tbe bevel. In order
